Three Villages Plotted Out 
The three villages almost complete- 
H* destroyed were Dezzo. Coma and 
Bueggio. 
Of the 500 inhabitants of 
Dezzo only three survived. 
The disaster threatens to be one of 
♦he greatest of :ts kind because of the 
vast amount of water let loose on the 
countryside. It destroyed hundreds of 
homes, where families perished with­ 
out even realizing the tragedy which 
overwhelmed them.

BRASS FOR RHEUMATISM 


rip HAT wearing a brass ring on the 
A finger will cure rheumatism is a 
common superstition In nearly all parts 
of tile country; and In the South there 
is a belief among the colored popu­ 
lation that wearing brass ring? in the 
ears will ward oft the same disease. Iu 
some sections it is believed that the 
wearing of a brass ring is not ouiy 
good for rheumatism but will preveut 
cramps. 
Brass and bronze are both alloys of 
copper and both metals were included 
in the word “orichalcum” even down 
to the -Middle ages; though Strabo 
calls brass orichalcum specifically and 
describes Its manufacture. To the an- 
talents brass was but another form of 
bronze. The Bronze age preceded the 
Iron age. It was an era when, though 
iron was known, there were a few iron 
weapons even at the siege of Troy— 
bronze was the metal in common use 
for weapons and purposes of genera! 
Utility. 
When iron came into Its own con­ 
servative people looked upon the new 
tangled metal with suspicion and re­ 
tained bronze for all purposes into 
which entered tile worship of the gods 
or the performance of sacred rites. 
Roman and Sabine priests might nut 
be shaved with iron razors but only 
with ruzois of bronze, and vs itll bronze 
shears they bad to have their hair 
cut. 
The Greeks attributed a certain 
cleansing virtue to bronze and hence 
employed it in expiatory rites. 
There 
was .evidently some connection con­ 
ceived to exist between bronze and its 
cousin, German brass, and the sun. 
For bronze was used in the ceremonies 
with which the Greeks 
greeted 
an 
eclipse of the sun and the Latin word 
orichalcum. 
derived 
from

Greek 
word meaning mountain copper and 
supposedly generally to signify brass, 
became soon corrupted into aurichal­ 
cum. that Is, copper simulating gold, 
the color of the sun, 
In short, brass Is 
a mystic metal from the Age of Bronze, 
believed through long centuries to pos­ 
sess special virtues aud ought, cer­ 
tainly to be equal to a ease of ordinary 
rheumatism.
